The Springs and Their Care 


If there is one part of a car that is more neglected than the springs, 


I have yet to hear of it. The springs arc generally covered with a deport 
of mud and dirt, and rarely are they kept lubricated properly, so allowing 
water and grit to creep in between the leave; and promptly rust them up. 
The result of this is that the leaves uo 'ot slide as smoothly over each 
other as they should, and so arc not able to take up the bumps as well 
as they would if they were properly lubricated, nd 
ill squeak badly. 


Before you start to lubricate the 


spring . 
thoroughly 
clean 
them 


with some gasoline and- a 
stiff 


brush. Next yick up the frame so 
as to raise the car (not the wheels) 
and the weight i' the wheels and 
axle 
\vill then Iicl? to pull the 


leaves 
apart.

spring clip? and separate the leaves 
with 
he blade of r. strong screw 


driver 
cold chisel, then take a thin "at jlaue and work m some graphite 


grease between the leaves. DO NOT take the -pring leaves apart and 
polish them with emery cloth, as this lakes -he .pring TOO sensitive, and 
when you strike a bump or rut, you are :hpt up in the air about 6 inches. 
There must be a certain amount of friction between the leaves of the 
sprinsj to damp out the small vibrations. 
Do Jiot go to extremes in 


lubricating the springs, about once every two months is all that is 
necessary. 


It is a good idea to fit a cover over the springs to keep out the water ' 


and dirt, but be careful if you do this that you do not overlubiicate the j 
springs. 
With covers fitte'd, you will only require to lubricate about ) 


once every four months. 
' 


The most important part of your springs to watch are the clips that j 


hold the spring in position on the axle. Fully 90% of all spring break- 
ages are due to KJSC spring clips. You need to watch these clips very 
i 


carefully during •' • first 500 miles

Most cars are now fitted with a 


high 
pressure 
greasing 
syitcm, 


which enables the grease to be 
forced through the shackle holts 
and thoroughly lubricate the bear- 
ings. 
If the shackle bolts are not 


kept lubricated, they wear very 
rapidly and develop a rattle and 
squeak that you will hear on the 
road, but will find difficult to locate, 
because it steps \\hcn the car is not running along the road. If you do 
not have a hish pressure system fitted, it is a good idea at least once a 
season, to remove the shackle bolts on both f-ont and rear springs to 
ice that the hole through the bolt is not blocked up. 


If when you are out on the road, 


you are 
unfortunate 
enough 
to 


break several leaves in a spring, a 
temporary repair can be made with 
a couple of strong tire levers and 
a block of wood and some wire. 
The illustration shows clearly how 
to make this repair. Always carry 
a spool of copper and steel wire 
about 20 gause in your tool box, 
and you will find them handy for many temporary repairs similar to this 
one. 
In an early article I will give you a list of tools and spares to carry 


while touring that will enable you to make any repair or adjustment on 
the road that can be made by the average driver 


A large number of cars are now fitted with shock absorbers or rebound 


straps,|and there is no doubt that these acccsiories help to stop spring 
breakage and at the same time give you a much smoother riding auto- 
mobile. 
A car with harsh springs is not a very pleasant one to drive 


for any long distance, owing to the continuous series of bumps and 
jolts that are not absorbed by the springs. It is my candid opinion that 
a set of shock absorbers or rebound straps will improve very considerably 
the riding.qualities of any car.

For a Hard Trip 


Jack L. Ball, wife and daughter, former residents of 


Amsterdam. Ohio, who have been visiting with Mr. Ball's 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. John Glldow. of South Lawn Avenue 
for several days, will leave early Monday morning for a five 
months auto tour of the West with San Francisco as the 
objectire point. 


Mr. Ball who is a scientific author, has planned the trip 


to include a visit to many places of Interest to tourists as well 
as off-trail places in search of magazine material. HP \\ill 
also make a special study of plant, animal and bird life of 
the American and Mohave Deserts. 


Mr. Ball will drive a five passenger Hupmobile car equip- 


ped with complete outing equipment as well as special equip- 
ment for research work. 
When interviewed by Jay Abbott,
